Bv GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent 
Agriculture 
Preliminary’ totals from t h e 
Census of Agriculture taken in 
the fall of 1964 have just been 
released for Ohio. The number 
of farm s rn Ohio reporting milk 
cows on the 1964 census was 39 - 
896. which is 39 per cent below 
the comparable total five years 
earlier 
In the fall of 1964 , 33 per cent 
of the farm s in Ohio had one 
or more milk cows. Five years 
earlier in the fall of 1959, about 
47 per cent of Ohio farm ers kept 
one or more milk cows. 
Farms In 
Ohio 
reporting 
milk sold to plants and deal­ 
ers in 1964 was 72 per cent ol

The number of farms report­ 
ing bulk milk tanks in 1964 was 
11.118 This compares with 7,- j 
384 farm s with bulk milk tank* 
late in 1959.

Lack of Farm Animal 
Feed Seen as Possible 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
I growing problem of feeding the 
world’s 
expanding 
population 
may force significant changes 
in the rations of domestic ani­ 
mals, 
particularly 
meat 
and 
' dairy stock. 
This possibility arises from 
the prospect that in time most 
land resources will be needed 
to produce food crops accepta­ 
ble to humans 
At present, a 
large portion of the world’s crop­ 
land is used to produce feed 
for cattle, hogs, sheep, poultry 
and other food animal*. 
Crops grown mainly for ani­ 
mal feed include com, oats, bar­ 
ley. sorghum grain and hay. In 
addition, sizable portion; of soy 
beans and cottonseed crops are 
turned into high-proteio supple­ 
ments for animal rations. 
A need for pushing a search 
for presently unused m aterials 
for animal feeds ha* been re­ 
ported by the Agriculture De­ 
partm ent’s magazine, the Sci­ 
ence Review. Limited research 
in this direction was cutlined in 
an article prepared by Dr. Mor­ 
ley R. Hare, professor of physi- 


i ology at North Carolina Stale 
University. 
“ As the world population con­ 
tinues to expand and as man’*

One day after President J o hnso n 
asked autho rity to lo wer tariffs o n im­ 
po rts fro m co mmunist co untries o f 
Euro pe (ex cept East Germany ), Chair­ 
man Wilbur Mills o f the Ho use Way s 
and Means Co mmittee anno unced he 
had no intentio n o f calling hearings 
this y ear. 
Mr. Mills v o iced co ngressio nal o p­ 
po sitio n to widening o f trade relatio ns 
with co mmunist natio ns at a time when 
the natio n is at war with co mmunists 
in Viet Nam. This also reflects public 
sentiment. 
What the President seeks is po wer to 
ex tend “ mo st - fav o red - natio n” treat­ 
ment to Euro pean co mmunist co un­ 
tries by bilateral agreement, just as 
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he can do no w with Po land and Yugo ­ 
slav ia. 
A special — Presidential — co mmit­
